The Increased Kate of iVnHionM to One- 
Araied and Oae-Ii«fff SoMien. 

The following; circiilar lina been issuccl 
by the Commissioner of PenBions, and 
appruveil by the Secretary of tho Inte- 
rior : 

"The following reirnlntions are pr< scril)- 
ed for the purpose of carrying into etiect. 
ns speedily an ()OSHib)e, the provisions of 
the act of Conj^resH, approved March %\, 
1883, increasing to $30 per month tlie pen- 
sions of those who have lost a leg at or 
above the kin'O, or an arm nt or al)ov(' the 
elbow, and of those wlio h^ve been hu 
disabled as to be Incapadtated for per- 
forming any manual labor, l)nt not ho 
much as to require regular personal aid 
and attendance, and who are now receiv- 
ing pensions at the rate of $24 per month ; 
and to $24 per Jnonth the pensions of those 
vho have lost one hand or one foot, or 
been totally or permanently disabled in 
the same or otherwise so disabled as to 
render their incapacity to pcrf nnal 
labor equivalent to the loss of a hand or 
foot, and now receiving $18 per month. 

*• Inasmucli as said act has immediate 
effect upon such admitted cases aa have 
been adjudicated at the ratee of $S4 and 
$18 per month, respectively, no formal ap- 

Elication by the beneficiary ig necessary to 
e made other than to forward to the 
Commissioner of Pensions the pension 
certificnte, acccjiiipanied by a letter stating, 
in the handwriting of the pensioner, his 
present post-ofTice address. As soon as 
i possible after the receipt of the pension 
I certificate aforesaid the Commissioner will 
re-issue to him a new certificate for the 
j new rate, and will forward the same to the 
proper pension agent to inscribe the name 
of such pensioner on the roll at the in- 
creaaed rate, and to make the pensioner 
proper payment. In the case of aio nuta- 
tion the certificate will be re-issued with- 
out any further medical examination. 
The intervention of an a^'ent or attorney 
in sudi admitted cusses as are afiected by 
this act, being onnecMMry, will not be 
recognised."

But if the. plea 

of insanity is aubtained, the defendant 

hhall be bent to a mad-house hy the court 

and never removed unless his sanitv at 

the time <ii the murder is proven. Tl«eu 

he shall he taken away and tried on tlie 

original charge.

Take six tablesp().)nful8 of the host 
soft soap, or four tuhlespoonfuls of yel- 
low bar soap, scr.ined into thin shav- 
ings with a sliavp knife, and dissolved 
in just enou<rh hoilinjr water to melt it, 
four tahlespoonfuls of honey, half a |>int 
of alcohol and half a pint of hot water. 
Heat all to a froth and spread the 
hn adihs of the dre<s, one at a time, up- 
on a slmet. and with a spou<; dipped in- 
to the mixture I'uhi* over the silk, taking 
care to nuirk the soiled places before ft 
ii all wetted, so tlioy can have an extra 
rubhing. Dip each breadih into cold 
water as soon as it is cleansed, sousing 
it np and down in the water, so as t() 
take out all the so ip suds, but do not 
wring it out oi* crease it In the hands. 
Shake and snap the silk to clear it from 
the water, and hang it out-ot doors till 
it is partly dry, then roll it In a towel or 
sheet. Proceeil in this way till all tho 

r tarts of the dress are cleaned and pai-t- 
y dried, and iron them on the wron^ 
side of silk, or over a newspaper, until 
perfectly dry. Two persons can do the 
work much more satisfactorily than 6ne, 
as the silk dries rapidlj. — Ovunirp
